The Owen Democrat 
tells of the contest as follows: 
"A very close and hard fight 
was made oa giving Jackson the 
nomination in tbe committee. 
Charges were preferred against 
him by James Kemper, of Poplar 
Grove, who said Mr Jackson 
electioneered by treating the 
voters en Coca Cota on election 
day. Under the call tbe candi¬ 
dates were forbidden from using 
whisky, money or anything of 
value to secure votes and Mr. 
Kemper claimed that votera in 
his precinct were influenced to 
vote for Mr. Jackson on account 
of his use of coca cola. The fight 
waxed warm and when the vote 
was taken Mr Jackson was de 
dared the nominee by a vote of 
five to four, so he had a close 
call in tbe committee as well as 
in tbe general election.”

COAL FAMINE IN MID-SUMMER 


Butte. Montana. July 15.—Although 
the middle of summer, a serious coal 
famine i* felt throughout the North- 
western States. The Northern Pacific 
in Montana, is obliged to burn Hock 
inj.' Valley, (Ohio)-coal, notwithatan- 


in the Northwest, barns, fences, even 
floors of houses, w^re burned for fuel 
That famine was partly broken by 
large imports from Australia, Japan, 
and Canada. This year it is claimed 
that the entire product of Australian 
mines will be needed at home: also 
that little coal can tie obtained from 
Canada because of the enormous in¬ 
crease of population in its Northwes¬ 
tern provinces, making it impossible 
the Alberta mines of Canada to sup¬ 
ply the local demand. 

Last winter the Canadian Pacific 
hauled coal 3 00(1 miles from Nova 
Scotia to Alberta to help supply the 
suffering settlers. What the people 
of the Northwest, to wit: Montana, 
Wyomiyg, the Dakotas, Washington, 
Oregon, Idaho. Utah. Arizona, Nevada 
add California, are ’going to do for 
coal the coming winter is a serious 
question. Long ago the authorities

the railroads are largely increasing 
their train service and thus constant¬ 
ly consuming more coal. When the 
St. Paul is finished to Seattle they 
will require 6,000 tons per day for 
railroad use, not to mention the new 
towns and villages springing up along

For two years past few mines have 
been opened. For one year past no 
coal lands have been entered, the 
Presilent haring withdrawn 68,0(10,- 
000 acres of coal land feom public 
entry. 

The great demand for house con¬ 
sumption has not yet commenced. 
The existing famine is caused by the 
great demand from industrial plants 
and for railroad use.
